The Queen’s Palaces. 

A London letter says: “From 
a recent Parliamentary return it 
appears that there are fifteen 
royal palaces for which the tax- 
payers of England have to pro- 
vide. Of these, however, onl 
one, namely, Windsor, can 
ly be said to be inhabited. When 
the Queen is not there she ‘re- 
sides either at Osborne or Bal- 
moral, which are both her pri- 
vate property. Buckingham 
Palace, that hu ile of build- 
ings in Hyde Park, which cost 
over $2,000,000 to build, is only 
used for a few days at a time for 
drawing-room concerts and other 
Court gatherings. It is not in- 
habited by any of the royal 
princes, for whom special resi- 
dences are provided at the pub- 
lie cost, in addition to their al- 
lowances of £25,000 a year. This 

ear £8000 has been expended on 
eal ss up Windsor, £2000 on 
that antiquated and perfectly 
useless old structure known as 
James’ Palace, and nearly £1000 
on the stables of Hampton Court 
Palace. But besides these extra 
allowances the country is also 
asked to pay such items as £5000 
for the kitchen garden at Wind- 
sor, £150 for paving the royal 
cow-house, and £125 for the 
Prince of Wales’ gas bill. Then 
there is a salary to a functionary 
known as the “royal rat-catcher,” 
and another to the “assistant 
keeper of the privy purse.” The 
most flagrant job of all is, how- 
ever, connected with Marlbor- 
ougg House, the residence of the 
Prince of Wales. This house 
belonged for many years to the 
Churehill family. It was pre- 
sented by a grateful nation to 
the first Duke of Marlborough, 
and was built at a cost of £40,- 
000. When the first lease ran 
out it was relet to another Duke 
of Marlborough for £27 a year. 
A third lease was obtained in 
1875, at a rental of £75, and then 
the family sublet the house at 
£3000 annually. It was subse- 
quently obtained for the Prince 
of Wales, and last year eost the 


‘}country, for ordinary repairs and 


maintenance, over £2000: As 
houses go in London, such a sum 
seems incredibly extravagant.

Men in a given county 
or district, who are engaged in 
growing live stock, can materi- 
ally advance their interests by 
meeting for the interchange of 
views, exchanging and selling 
breeding and working animals to 
each other.

Psalm Tilden, 

From Life.} ; 
The early history of this re- 
markable personage is unfortu- 
nately involved in mystery. Ac- 
cording to Herodotus (Lib. 
LXVIII, 88, 903) he was born 
forty-four years before the 
founding of Troy, New York, 
in Salamis. The historians 


Trinculian, Sobaster, Aroma- 
gambl, and Gibbons, however, 
fix the place of his birth at Kar- 
nak, Egypt, B. C., 744, while ac- 
cording to Sarcophagus, Terra 
Cotta, and other eminent writers 
he was a contemporary of Con- 
fucius, having been born at Ban- 
kok, Cochin China, during the 
reign of the famous Emperor 
Wan Lung, ten years after the 
flood, and in their opinion is un- 
doubtedly the Psalm CIX men- 
tioned in Scripture. Be this as 
it may, it is certain that Psalm- 
uel was excavated from the ruins 
of’ Golgoi, in Cyprus, A. D. 1496, 
and, after having been carefully 
scraped and glued together was 
shipped to this country C. O. D. 
He subsequently was purchased 
by the Democratic Party, whose 
property he now is. For some 
ears he was on exhibition in the 
tate capitol, where, it will be 
remembered, during an earth- 
quake he fell and somewhat in- 
jured one William M. Tweed, 
who happened by a curious coin- 
cidence to be standing under- 
neath. In 1876 an almost irre- 
parable accident occurred, by 
which this most valuable relic 
of prehistoric times was mutila- 
ted almost beyond recognition.

Splendor.

Ex-Senator Tabor has given 
up the idea of building a mil- 
lion-dollar hotel at the corner 
of Sixteenth and Arapahoe 
streets, and Mrs. Tabor told a 
friend the other day that the 
famed palaces of the California 
bonanzas and the mansions of 
the Stewarts and Vanderbilts 
should not be so fine as the 
house her husband will build. 
It will be in the middle of 
a block of ground covermg 
thirty-two lots of the regular 
size. The mansion will, contain 
about thirty rooms, and it will 
be arranged as the dwellings of 
the ancient princes were—for 
the entertainment of guests and 
to accommodate the furthest 
extreme of festivity. There 
will be banqueting _ halls, long 
and wide, each with different 
furniture and fittings, which 
shall be soselected as to serve 
for any event that is likely 
to occur. There will be one 
room which can be used for 
receptions attended by more 
guests than can be accommo- 
dated in the reception for every 
In the center there 
will be a fountain, whose a 
of spray as re sparkle in the 
rays of the light from a hun- 
dred gas jets, will fall upon 
the rarest exotics. The floor 
will be a grand mosaic of 
Colorado’s most beautiful min- 
erals, cut and polished by skill- 
ful lapidaries, and arranged in 
odd and beautiful conceits by 
one of New York’s most noted 
artists. The walls will be col- 
ored in beautiful tints and the 
soft-swelling dome will seem to 
fade away in the blue distance 
of the sky which will be there 
represented. Here and there 
in niches gracefully cut, stand 
the form of Venus, a Psyche, 
or a Diana, chiseled in virgin 
marble, and these will be re- 
lieved by rare paintings, execu- 
ted upon the walls themselves, 
not hung there.

Moral Reform in Progress. 
Boston Congregatiopalist. 4 
Half a loaf is better than no 


bread. So is a partial reform 
better than none. This princi- 
ple is being acted upon quite 
largely at present by temperance 


advocates. A conspicuous and 
euccessful illustration 1s turnish- 
ed by the Law and Order League 
ot Massachusetts, which has just 
closed its first year of work. The 
object of this organization is to 
secure the enforcement of exist- 
ing laws, especially in regard to 
liquor selling. It is well express- 
ed in a single incisive sentence 
by the president of the league, 
Hon. Rufus 8. Frost: “ When 
bad men combine to break good 
laws, let good men combine to en- 
force them.” When this work 
began, less than a year ago, 
liquor was being sold to children 
in this city almos*. as freely as to 
older persons, little regard was 
had to the law inst sales on 
the Lord’s rely. screen law 
was not enforced, and the pro- 
vision forbidding the sale within 
400 feet of a school-house was 
violated; but so efficient has been 
the work of the league that al- 
on sales to children and on the 
Lord’s day have ceased in great 
pees and the screen and aa 

ouse laws are well enf oced. No 


less than 222 causes have been. 


prosecuted, and 151 convictions 
secured. Fines have been im- 

sed tothe extent of $10,540. 

any branch leagues have been 
formed in the State, and also a 
National League. A- whole- 
some restraint has been brought 
to bear upon the liquor dealers, 
and the whole tone of public 
sentiment raised. One of the 
causes which appear to have

movement .is the smallness of | 


the league. The membership is 
limited to 150.

Some of 
its members would like to see 
stronger measures enforced, but 
all are agreed in demanding the 
enforcement of existing laws. 


- The Age of Sheep. 

The books on sheep have 
seriously misled flockmasters on 
this subject. Almost any sheep- 
owner will tell you that after the 
first year the sheep gets a pair of 
broad teeth yearly, and if you 
show him that his own tbree- 
years-old have four pairs of broad 
teeth he can only claim that they 


are exceptions, and protest that 
they do not exceed thine years of 
age. Now, these cases are no 
exception, for all well-bred sheep 
have a full mouth of front teeth 
at three years old. Some 
unimproved flocks may still be 
found in which the mouth is not 
full until near four years old, but 
fortunately these are now the 
exceptions, and should not be 
made a standard, as they so con- 
stantly are. In Cotswolds, 
Leicesters, Lincolns, South- 
downs, Oxford-downs, Hamp- 
shiredowns, and even the ad- 
vanced Merinos, and in the 
grades of all these, dentition is 
completed from half a _ year 
to a year earlier. The 
milk or lamb teeth are 
easily distinguished from the 
permanent or broad teeth by 
their smaller size, and by the 
thickness of the jaw-bone around

teeth are still inclosed. As the 
lamb approaches a year old, the 
broad expose part of the tooth 
becomes worn away, and narrow 
fangs drojecting above the gums 
stand apart from each other, 
leaving wide intervals. This is 
even more marked after the first 


pair of permanent teeth have 2081 


come up, overlapping each other 
at their edges, and from this 
time onward the rumber of small 
teeth and of broad, permanent 
teeth, can usually be made out 
with ease. Another distinguish- 
ing feature is the yellow or dark 
colorat'on of the fangs of the 
milk teeth, whi'e the exposed 
portions of the permanent teeth 
are white, clear and pearly. The 
successive pairs of pérmanent 
teeth make their appearance 
through the gums in advanced 
breeds at about the following 
dates: The first pair at one year, 
the second pair at one and a 
half, the third pair at two years 
and three months, the fourth 
pair and last pair at three years. 
It will be observed that between 
the appearance of the first two 
pairs there is an interval of six 
months, while after this each 
pair comes up nine months after 
its predecessors. For backward 
grades and the unimproved 
breeds the eruption is about six 
months later for each pair of 
teeth, but even with them the 
mouth is full at three years and 
six months.

A NEW THEATER. 


The City's Need of One—Ontstripped

taken. Mr. Dawson, however, tele- 
graphed a description of the murderer 
in all directions, and it is tobe hoped 
he may be apprehended. The circum- 
stances, as we learn them, are as fol- 
lows: The murdered man, Yguera, was 
sitting in front of his cabin about 8 
o’clock in the evening, when the assag- 
sin, calling himself Juan Duarte, or Mo- 
jicke, came along and commenced a 
quarrel, taking a stick and knocking 
Yguera down; then seizing an ax lying 
near, he attacked him, cutting him in a 
fearful manner and nearly severing the 
head from the body. 

The assassin then turned his attention 
to a daughter of the murdered man, 
seized and was dragging her toward the 
place where he had left the axe, but ob- 
serving Yguera moving, he left the 
woman to finish him, and she fled with 
a two-year-old child in her arms, and 
made good her escape. There is no 
cause to assign for the murder except 
the fact that one of Yguera’s sons had 
quarreled with the Indian the evening 
before the murder, and the latter was 
whipped, and it is thought took this 
means of revenge. Duarte broke open 
a trunk in the cabin of the murdered 
man, took a six-shooter, then stole a 
horse and decamped. Yguera was a 
man about sixty years of age. The as- 
sassin is an Apache Indian, which ac- 
counts for his ferocious deed. The 
woman made a narrow escape, as he no 
doubt fully intended to kill her and per- 
haps her child. It is to be hoped the 
murderer may not escape. 

Constable Hickey, of Santa Ara, was 
in town yesterday, and stated to a re- 
porter of the Trmxs that news was re- 
ceived at Santa Ana a day or two ago 


that the murderer was hiding at the 
Rincon, in San Bernardino county. 
Constable Dawson started immediately 
for that point, and had not returned at 
last accounts. ‘The chance for the cap- 
ture of the Apache are, however, very 
slight.
